The thousands of fore-and-afters which have
#0 long been ongaged In the transportation of
eoal will soon be obliged to seek other employ-
ment, and perhaps go to the Pacific or Bouth
Son Islanda to obtain work, Mlillions of tons of
coil from the mines of this State are conveyed
to New York and Eastern ports In fore-and-
afters ranging lu eapacity from 60 to 600 or B0
tons, At times 200 gall or more of colllers may
be mot with, in a fow hours steaming, loading
down (o0 the hatches, Steam colliers are to
work this great change in the character of our
woasters, and their nnmerous advantages will
doubtiess tend to reduce the price of coal, and
at the same time o keep up a constant supply
at the various marts; for hitherto a spell of bad
wenther has often ralsed the price of *coal, first,
because  the demand was decreased, and,
secondly, becnnge of hendwinds or shipments ar-
riving In time to fill up depleted stocks,

The officiul returns show that, during the pasy
year, 13,231,350 tons of anthrielte and 2,003,511
tuns of bitnmineus conl wers moved to the sea-
poard—a falling off of 143,630 tons of the former,
and an increase of 053,938 tons of semi-anthra-
eite and bituminous, still giving an incrense as a
whole of 401,204 tons over the amount forwarded
during the year 1865, It ls expected that through
proper legislation, and the hoped-for lmprove-
ment in the requirements of commaereeand trade,
that the increase for this year will be about
2,000,000 tons. The Phlladefphia and Reading
Rullrond received from varlous laternl rallroads
in the Schuylkill conl reglons 4,230,457 tons
durlng the vear ending Nov. 80, 1869, In
1868, 2,113,681 tons were sent to Port Rich-
mond, in the npper section of the city, for ship-
ment to other ports, In 1869 the amount was
2,802 972 ons, being nn increase of 240,301 tons
over the l[-ruwuua vear. The Central Rallroad
of New Jersey In the year 1800 deliverad at
Elizabethport 356,121 tous of Lehigh and 810,-
8096 tons of Lackawanna coal, being a total ol
LA67,017 tons, Duaring the year 18560 aboui
9,000,000 tons of coal were sent Lo tidewater,
leaving the balance of the product to be con-
sumed along the lines of the different trans-
porting companies.

No oftieial figures are avallable to show the
exnot number of vessels engaged in the coast-
wike conl trade, nnd we can only make an ap-
proximation. We give first the number and ton-
nage of the vessels engaged in the coastwise
trade, owned in the principal Atlantie States, the
figures belng taken only from the ofllelnl réturns
of enrolled vessels, not counting the registered
tlect, many of which it times are also employed

It is safe to estimate that one-third of the
number of vessels in the enrolled coasting trade
ary employed as colliers, therefore we have 4520
vessels, with an aggregate of G15,517 tons regis-
tered capacity, which are at present employed
in the teansportation of coal. These vessels
consist of craft of all ages, slzes, and rigs,
schooners predominnting. Scores of  large
three-masted schooners, some of them of 600
toas capacity, are to bo fonnd in the trade,
viclng with ULrigs, topsail schooners, jackass
brigs, and terns. The following presents the
rate per ton which they recclve for earryiog
coal from Port Richmond to the points numed:—

The returns for the past few weeks at Port
Richmond show the following:—Vessels for the
weelk at the port, 80; boats, 26, In port, 23 ves-
sels and 34 boats, Taking this ns o falr average,
it will be seon that these igures would glive over
2000 at the port for the year., These figures do
not include coal boats which ply on the canals,

Within & year or two partiea have determined
to demonstrate the practieablility of steam col-
liers on the coast, and procured estimates from
some Glasgow builders. but after careful con-
sideration determined to build them from Ame-
rican specifications. The contract for two
steam colliers—the Rattlesnake and Centipede
—each of a capacity of six hundred tons of coal
a8 cargo and one hundred tons for foel, was
made with the Pennsylvanin Iron Works,
Mesgers. Reaney, Son & Archbold, at Chester,
and they are now in guccessful operatlon. These
vessels have proven so well adapted to the trade
that o large lluut. has been ordered and is In pro-
cess 0l construetion. Certain Eonglish builders
langhed ot the idea ol the Amerieans bullding
steam colliers, and prophesied that they wmtl:l
be fallures. But they have proven suceessful,
and although the general features of the Ame-
rican vessels are similar to the English the
former bave sdvantages which al once place
them first in value and capacity.

There 18 no batter way of showing these facts
than by tabmlating the dimensions of an English
steam collier as laid down by Mr. J. Scott
Ruesell and those buill by the Pennsylvania
Iron Works:—

In the American collier one engine doex Lhe
work of two English engines, and goes one knot
more u}wud per hour, besides belng less expen-
sive, of less welght, easler to keep ln repalir, and
far lcss lable 1o derangement, as most of the
diffieulties of keoping the journnls of the erank-
shaftin perfect line are obvinted.

This is the result of our first experiments in
steam colliers bullt expressly for this trade.
After wying with extraordinary success the
stenmers Centipede and Rattlesnake, the ownera
gave orders to havo three larger ones built, and
they are golng on with others. Over twenty are
soon to be In service. The three building now
are the Hercules, Achilles—each of a carrying
capacity of 1000 tons—and the Panther, of 800
tons, exclusive of bunker room for 100 tons nsed
in the furnaces.

The steamers already bullt aro owned by the
Philadelpliln and Reading Rallroad Company,
and ply between Port Richmond and Eastern
porte, At Boston special dock arrrngements
are made for them, where they are unloaded in
ten hours, working three hatches at once, They
are loaded In about eight hours., Allowing one
steam collier equal to ten salling colliors of tha
present day, It will requnire 240 to do the work
of the Richmond depot alone,

the convention to

Almighty God in the Constitution of the United

States was opened with prayer, aftor which the

President Introduced Bishop Kerfool, He had

prepared two resolutions, upon which his ad-

drees was founded.

The first asserts that the United States s and
always has beem o Christinn natlon.  The
speaker described the opening solemnities of
the eeselon of the Continentsl Congress ay
which the Declaration of Independence was
Figned, and traced the workings of the natlonal
consclence in our history, both political wnd
religions, The nation was born Chrlstian, aod
we ;lmll notallow her to be robbed of her birth-
right.

The recognition of God was universal, The
courts, legislative assemblies; and Presidential
thankegiving protlamations all speak the same
language; but now that our principles were as-
safled, the emergeney requires ita official rocog-
pition and assertion. Iufidelity, and it opposiw
superstition, unite in pronouncing the nation
godless,

It I8 time for us to demonstrate the contrary,
We cannot express whole law in written recog-
nition, but 2ome changes are essentinl, and this
is one. The uatlon I8 rapldly preparing for it.
The power and providence of God have boen
felt in our recent national experience. The
boldest unbelief has been sown broadeast in
books of Instruction, In polities, the peoplas
are taught that no power is above them.
